Requirement for Information under 37 CFR 1.105 

1. Applicant and the assignee of this application are required under 37 CFR 1.105 
to provide the following information that the examiner has determined is reasonably 
necessary to the examination of this application. 

2. The information is required to identify products and/or services embodying the 
disclosed subject matter of providing bases for evaluating methods and systems for 
printing postage indicia with the use of set-top box with web television interface or fax 
machine. Applicant is claiming priority base on PCT/US99/01781 which claims priority of 
Non-provisional US application 60/073,171. 

In the response received 07 April 2005, applicant recites that the fax machine is 
"off the shelf equipment. The information provided in response to the previous request 
for information mailed by the office on 02 February 2005 is not sufficient to expedite 
prosecution of this application. 

To expedite prosecution of this application, please provide the name(s) of the 
manufacture(s) who manufacture the off the shelf equipment which one of the ordinary 
skill in the art can use to produce concrete and tangible results of ordering postal indicia 
using a fax machine without human intervention on the host side by using applicants 
invention to order postal indicia. Also, please provide name(s) of fax machine(s) which 
provides capability of communicating with an external personal computer (94), external 
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scale (93) and external label printer (91) as illustrated in the Fig. 1 originally filed on 18 
March 2000. 

In claim 4, applicant has recited the limitation "providing information at one of 
said customer locations via the fax machine relating to a requested postal indicium"; 
"presenting to the postal security device a request for the postal indicium"; "responding 
to said information indicative of the postal indicium by causing said printer to print said 
postal indicium on a label". Applicant is requested provide name of atleast one off the 
shelf equipment which one of the ordinary skill in the art can use to provide information 
to a fax machine, and, the fax machine takes this provided information and present it to 
the postal security device to order postal indicia, the fax machine capable of printing the 
received postal indicia and printing is on an external printer. 

In the disclosure originally filed 18 March 2000, applicant recites 
"communications link 60 which is preferably the Internet but which could optionally be a 
private network operated by the service provider". Please provide additional information 
on the private network, and what protocol is used by the off the shelf fax machine. 

Applicant should not erase the dates.
